Information Disclosure Statement

Specification 

2. The amendment filed 3 January 2001 is objected to under 35 U.S.C. 132 because it 
introduces new matter into the disclosure. 35 U.S.C. 132 states that no amendment shall 
introduce new matter into the disclosure of the invention. The added material that is not 
supported by the original disclosure is as follows: The text that was added to pages 6 and 15 of 
the original disclosure. 

Applicant is required to cancel the new matter in the reply to this Office Action. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 



3. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clean concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 
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4. Claims 1-36 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as containing subject 
matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one 
skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had 
possession of the claimed invention. The amendment to the specification received 03 January 
2001 is considered to introduce new matter into the specification at pages 6 and 15, It is noted 
that at page 5, paragraph 7, of the response received 03 January 2001, applicant states that they 
have "amend[ed] the specification to include a more detailed disclosure to further clarify the 
rationales and best experimental conditions of the instant invention." The claims have been 
found to be supported by the original disclosure for such detailed disclosure, 

5. Claims 1-36 remain rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as containing subject 
matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the 
invention. See the prior Office action for the basis of the rejection. 

Response to Argument 

At page 5, paragraph 7, of the response received 03 January 2001, applicant states that 
they have "amend[ed] the specification to include a more detailed disclosure to further clarify the 
rationales and best experimental conditions of the instant invention." 

The aforementioned amendment to the specification is considered to be new matter that 
needs to be removed from the specification. Applicant can not reply upon the introduction of 
new matter into the disclosure to cure deficiencies in a specification. Accordingly, and in the 
absence of convincing evidence to the contrary, the rejection is maintained.
